But on a high note, many in- 
dividuals enjoyed outstanding 
seasons, whether it was on the 
field, at the plate or on the 
mound and after reviewing 
each teams games, stats and 
nominations of the coaches, 
the Charlevoix County News is 
proud to announce their 2015 
All-Area Baseball “Dream 
Team”. 

As always, the area's top ath- 
letes on the diamond brought 
great arm strength, superb 
throwing accuracy, sleek field- 
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ing skills and the ability to put 
the bat on ball at a high rate, 
some with the power to send it 
sailing into the cheap seats, 
while all team members would 
be willing to advance a team- 
mate with a well placed sacri- 
fice bunt. 

This year’s top honor of 
Charlevoix County Player of 
the Year for the 2015 season 
goes to two recipients; Noah 
Certa and Nate Moon of 
Charlevoix, Moon was the 2014 
Player of the Year as well.

“Next year I’ll be attending 
Calvin College to continue my 
baseball career,” Noah said. 
“What I look forward to most at 
Calvin is getting a great educa- 
tion while at the same time 
playing baseball. The atmos- 
phere at this college is second- 
to-none, and I look forward to 
representing the community of 
Charlevoix to the very best of 
my ability.” 

Certa finished his Rayder ca- 
reer with 133 hits (second all- 
time), first in runs scored (129), 
setting school records in each 
of the past three seasons, 
breaking his own records with 
38, 39 and 45 runs, respectfully. 

“Tt means a lot (to be selected 
as player of the year),” Certa 
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said. “There are a lot of great 
players in our county and to be 
named one of the top is an 
honor that I’m blessed to have.” 

Noah also shared that the 
Rayder baseball program has 
drastically changed under the 
direction of coach Telgenhof. 
“His hard work and all the time 
he’s dedicated to the program 
has not gone unnoticed,” he 
said. “His legacy will no doubt 
live on and hopefully rub off 
on the future Rayder baseball 
teams.” 

Certa finished the season 
with a .360 batting average, 
pounding out 41 hits in 114 
plate appearances, with nine 
doubles, a triple and one home 
run. He also added 19 RBIs and 
walked 16 times. His on-base 
percentage was .438, and

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slugged at a .482 percent clip, 
while swiping 29 stolen bases. 

“Noah works harder on his 
hitting than any player I have 
ever coached,” Charlevoix 
coach Allen Telgenhof said. 
“One of the things that make 
him so good is that he has 
such high standards for him- 
self - he is a perfectionist. 
That always drives him to get 
better.” 

Certa also recorded 80 
putouts and three assists this 
season, with a fielding per- 
centage of .921, playing mul- 
tiple positions for Charlevoix. 

“Noah is also is a great de- 
fensive outfielder and this 
season he moved to first base 
for us on a part-time basis 
and did a great job there,” 
coach Telgenhof added. “He 
does so many things to help a 
team win.” 


Nate Moon 


Moon, also a four-year var- 
sity veteran, is the Rayders 
all-time leader in hits with 
140. 

“Tt means a lot to be Player 
of the Year as both a junior 
and senior,” Moon said. “It 
feels good to end a career 
with consistency, and it’s also 
an honor to be selected with 
all the talent in the area.” 

Moon also noted that the 
Rayder program was turned 
around the last couple of 
years as coach Telgenhof 
could focus on more ad- 
vanced gameplay strategies, 


since the incoming players al- 


ready had basic fundamental 
skills, that some programs 
struggle with. 

“Coach helped my progres- 
sion as a player and person, 
by not letting me get down on 
myself during the game,” 
Moon noted. “He taught me 
how to cope with failure, 
which is valuable in life.” 

“Nate has been an integral 
part of our program and es- 
pecially this year's team,” 
coach Telgenhof said. “He 
ended up with a 10-5 record 
on the mound, tied for most 
wins in school history. He 
also batted .389, tops on our 
team amongst regulars in ad- 
dition to being our No. 1 
pitcher.” 

Moon, did in fact hit .389 on 
the season, smacking 44 hits 
in 113 at-bats, which included 
seven doubles and six triples, 
while knocking in 42 RBIs 
and scoring 42 runs. 

Nate also stole 29 bases, 
had an on-base percentage of 
.434 and a slugging percent- 
age of .558. 

In addition to this offense, 
Moon posted a 10-5 record on 
the mound this season, and 
when not sending opponents 
back to the bench after a 
strikeout, (he recorded 68 
K’s), he would clog up the 
middle of the defense at his 
shortstop position. 

Nate, worked 80.1 innings 
in 18 games on the hill for the 
Rayders, allowing 66 hits, 32 
walks, 40 runs (30 earned) 
with an ERA of 2.61, while 
also recording 74 putouts and 
52 assists. 

“Nate is one of the most 
talented players I've been 
around,” coach Telgenhof 
said. “He made a play at 
shortstop in the district fi- 
nals that you'd expect to see 
in the majors. I've seen him 
hit a ball 400 feet out of our 
park and has played two of 
the most demanding posi- 
tions - pitcher and shortstop - 
and excelled at both.” 

Moon’s name will be in the 
Rayder career record books 
for quite some time as he is 
first in RBIs with 119, first in 
stolen bases with 86, first in 
pitching wins with 25 and 
second in runs with 126. 

Nate will be attending 
Grand Valley State in the fall 
and look to walk on to the 
baseball team. “If not, Pll try 
to play club (ball),” he said. “I 
just really want to keep play- 
ing the game.”

During the real estate transac- 
tion (especially if you're a first- 
time buyer), you're hit with so 
many foreign terms, fees and re- 
quirements your head spins. One 
of those strange and unfamiliar 
costs is title insurance. In most 
cases, borrowers have no option— 
either you get title insurance 
(among other requirements) or 
you don't get a loan. 

The lender says you need it, you 
want the loan to go though, so you 
buy title insurance. Great. So 
what is title insurance? 

When you buy a home you want 
to make sure that the people sell- 
ing it actually have full and legal 
title. The party who conducts clos- 
ing will check this out by going 
down to the local property records 
office to research the history of 
ownership. 

But—and here's the tricky 
part—those records down at the 
property office may be official, 
but they may also be wrong. It's 
also possible that the person who 
does the title search can make a 
mistake and also that important 
information may simply not be

recorded. 

For instance, maybe a bill 
against the property was not 
recorded or some taxes were not 
been paid. Or, suppose that 40 
years ago the property you want 
to purchase was owned by Smith. 
Let's also imagine that Smith was 
a bigamist with an extra spouse. 
Will this matter show up on the 
local property records? Not likely. 
Does the additional Smith spouse 
have an ownership claim against 
the property? That may only be 
clear after a lot of legal wran- 
gling—and if you lose, you could 
lose the house. 

There may be other odd and 
bizarre claims as well. Was an 
owner an alcoholic? Insane? A 
drug user? Is there a contractor 
with a claim against the property? 
Such issues can "cloud" titles and 
neither lenders nor owners want 
clouds. 

One form of title insurance, 
"lenders" coverage, is designed to 
protect (who else?) your lender in 
case of title problems. "Lenders" 
coverage is required and gener- 
ally provides protection up to the 


original mortgage amount—if 
you buy a home for $300,000 and 
get a $250,000 mortgage, then 
$250,000 is as much coverage as 
you can get with a lender's policy. 
If there's a claim, the title insurer 
will fight on your behalf and if 
there's a claim the policy will pay 
off the loan if necessary. This is 
good news for you because you 
won't owe the lender a dime if you 
lose in court. 

But there are also some options. 

For instance, you can also get 
"owners" coverage. This will pro- 
tect your equity—that $50,000 in 
the example above not covered by 
the lender's policy. And you can 
often get an "inflation rider" with 
an owner's policy—as the value of 
your home goes up, so does the 
value of your title coverage. 

While title insurance is re- 
quired by virtually all lenders, 
there is one big exception: Loans 
made in Iowa. In Iowa, the state 
says that attorneys and others 
who do title work must participate 
in a title guarantee program. If 
there's a title error, the state fund 
provides coverage.

AN ORDINANCE, granting to CONSUMERS ENERGY COMPANY, its successors and assigns, the right, power and authority to construct, maintain and 
commercially use electric lines consisting of towers, masts, poles, crossarms, guys, braces, feeders, transmission and distribution wires, transformers and other 
electrical appliances on, under, along and across the highways, streets, alleys, bridges, waterways, and other public places, and to do a local electric business 
in the TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN, for a period of fifteen years. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM ORDAINS: 


SECTION 8. 


REVOCATION. The franchise granted by this ordinance is subject 


SECTION 1. GRANT, TERM. The TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM, 
CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN (hereinafter ““Township”), hereby grants the 
right, power and authority to the Consumers Energy Company, a Michigan corporation, 
its successors and assigns, hereinafter called the "Grantee," to construct, maintain and 
commercially use electric lines consisting of towers, masts, poles, crossarms, guys, 
braces, feeders, transmission and distribution wires, transformers and other electrical 
appliances (hereinafter “Electric System”) for the purpose of transmitting, transforming 
and distributing electricity on, under, along and across the highways, streets, alleys, 
bridges, waterways, and other public places (hereinafter “Public Ways’), and to do a 
local electric business in the TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM, CHARLEVOIX 
COUNTY, MICHIGAN, for a period of fifteen years. 


SECTION 2. CONSIDERATION, In consideration of the rights, power and au- 
thority hereby granted, said Grantee shall faithfully perform all things required by the 
terms hereof. 


SECTION 3. CONDITIONS. 

No highway, street, alley, bridge, waterway or other public place used by said 
Grantee shall be obstructed longer than necessary during the work of construc- 
tion or repair, and shall be restored to the same order and condition as when 
said work was commenced. All of Grantee's structures and equipment shall 
be so placed on either side of the highways as not to unnecessarily interfere 
with the use thereof for highway purposes. All of Grantee's wires carrying 
electricity shall be securely fastened so as not to endanger or injure persons or 
property in said highways. Grantee may trim trees upon and overhanging the 
Public Ways consistent with Grantee’s then current tree trimming standards, a 
current copy of which Grantee shall provide to the Township Clerk upon the 
Township Clerk’s request. Grantee shall use its best efforts to notify Grantor 
prior to trimming trees in the Public Ways. 


In the event that a third party desires to attach its lines, wires, or other equip- 
ment on the Grantee’s Electric System located within the Public Ways, Grantee 
shall instruct such third party to notify the Township of its intent and to request 
permission to use the Public Ways to the extent required by law. 


Any easements over or under property owned by the Grantor other than the 
Public Ways shall be separately negotiated with the Grantor. 


SECTION 4. HOLD HARMLESS. Said Grantee shall at all times keep and save 
the Township free and harmless from all loss, costs and expense to which it may be sub- 
ject by reason of the construction and maintenance of the structures and equipment 
hereby authorized. In case any action is commenced against the Township on account 
of the permission herein given, said Grantee shall, upon notice, defend the Township 
and save it free and harmless from all loss, cost and damage arising out of such con- 
struction and maintenance. Providing further, that this hold harmless agreement shall 
not apply to any loss, cost, damage or claims arising solely out of the negligence of the 
Township, its employees or its contractors. Furthermore, in the event that any loss, cost, 
damage or claims arise out of the joint negligence of the Township, its employees or its 
contractors, this hold harmless agreement shall not apply to the proportional extent of 
the negligence of the Township, its employees or its contractors. 


SECTION 5. EXTENSIONS. Said Grantee shall construct and extend its electric 
distribution system within said Township, and shall furnish electric service to applicants 
residing therein in accordance with applicable laws, rules and regulations. 


SECTION 6. FRANCHISE NOT EXCLUSIVE. The rights, power and authority 
herein granted, are not exclusive. 


SECTION 7. RATES. Said Grantee shall be entitled to charge the inhabitants of 
said Township for electricity furnished therein, the rates as approved by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission, to which Commission or its successors authority and ju- 
risdiction to fix and regulate electric rates and rules regulating such service in said Town- 
ship, are hereby granted for the term of this franchise. Such rates and rules shall be 
subject to review and change at any time upon petition therefor being made by either 
said Township, acting by its Township Board, or by said Grantee.

SECTION 9. INSURANCE. Consumers represents that it now carries, and agrees 
it will continue to carry during the term of this Contract, Michigan Statutory Workers’ 
Compensation, Excess Liability (including contractual liability) with minimum limits 
of One Million Dollars ($1,000,000.00) per occurrence, and Michigan No-Fault Auto- 
mobile Liability Insurance. Such coverages are subject to large deductibles or self-in- 
sured retentions in accordance with Consumers’ risk management practices. The risk 
management practice of maintaining large deductibles or self-insured retentions is con- 
sidered prudent and consistent with other companies of similar size and operation as 
Consumers. Certificates evidencing that Consumers either maintains the above-men- 
tioned insurance coverage or is an approved self-insurer shall be furnished to the Town- 
ship if requested. 


SECTION 10. MICHIGAN PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION, JURISDIC- 
TION. Said Grantee shall, as to all other conditions and elements of service not herein 
fixed, be and remain subject to the reasonable rules and regulations of the Michigan 
Public Service Commission or its successors, applicable to electric service in said Town- 
ship. 


SECTION 11. TOWNSHIP JURISDICTION. Said Grantee shall be and remain 
subject to all ordinances, rules and regulations of the Township now in effect, or which

lic places, and to do a local electric business in the TOWNSHIP OF 
SOUTH ARM, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN. 


and amendments, if any, to such ordinance whereby an electric franchise was granted 
to Consumers Energy Company. 


SECTION 14. EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordinance shall take effect upon the day 
after the date of publication thereof; provided, however, it shall cease and be of no effect 
after thirty days from its adoption unless within said period the Grantee shall accept the 
same in writing filed with the Township Clerk. Upon acceptance and publication hereof, 
this ordinance shall constitute a contract between said Township and said Grantee.

THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM ORDAINS: 
Section 1. Amendment of Subsection 3.03.G. 


Subsection 3.03.G of the South Arm Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby amended to 
read in its entirety as follows: 


G. On properties located in the Agricultural Zoning District, accessory building(s) 
shall be allowed to be located on a parcel without a principal building, provided 
all of the following requirements are met: 


The accessory building is devoted to a use that is accessory to a 
principal use authorized by right or by special use permit in the district. 


The accessory building complies with the requirements of 
Subsections 3.03.B — F above. 


The accessory building is located on the lot under consideration in 
such a location that a future development envelope is preserved on the lot 
within which a principal building or use may be constructed or established 
in full compliance with all applicable setback requirements in the district.
